ADVICE TO PHYSICIANS 

At a meeting of the Board of Health to-night 
Dr. Choppin stated that physicians ought to 
study by experiment the extraordinary treat- 
ment of yellow-fever, asthe usual treatment 
has failed tu give any satisfactory results. He 
referred them to his treatment of a 
patient in the Charity Hospital, whom he 
had selected as the worst case out of fifteen. 
The patient had been relieved of headache. His 
temperature has beeu reduced and kept at 99 
degrecs, but he will verv likely die of restric 
tion of the kidneys, which do vot act. Had the 
patient been treated as soon as the 
second stage of the fever set in he would have 
been saved. The Doctor gave also a lengthy 
history of the fever in the present epidemic, and 
itis his belief that it can be traced to the 
purser and second engineer of the steamship 
Emily B. Souder, who died here of yellow 
tever,—one May 23 and one May 29.

FENCED-IN RAILROADS—THE ORDEAL TRAVEL- 
ERS AKE SUBJECY TO IN TENNESSER, ALA- 
BAMA, ARKANSAS, AND ELSEWHERE-—THUB 
SHOTGUN POLICY. 

Philadelphia Times. 

The latest man from the South is a gentleman 
connected with a well-known shoe house on 
Market street, this city. He went there two 
mouths ago to sell goods in Middle Tenuessce 
and Alabama, where he had au experience on 
quafantined railroads which he believes he bas 
cause to remember. He did not go through au 
of the yellow-fever places, his experience being 
confined tothe peovle who were afraid of it, and 
who are making railroad-passencers suffer all 
sorts of inconvenicoce on this account. Once a 
man gets on atrain, he says. there ls no telling 
where he will leave it. Quarantine officers board 
the cars on some railroads at every station, 
to find if there are any passengers from New 
Orleans, Memphis, Grenada, or other points 
where discase is raging. If any are found, they 
are bustied off in short order and commanded 
to stecr clear of the towns. In his experience 
passengers were not allowed to get off the cars 
in maus mstances, and were carried sometimes 
nearly a hundred miles beyond thew destima- 
tion.” 

‘To what road were your experiences chiefly 
confined!’ the writer asked him vesterday. 

„Ou the Alabama Central and the Mobile & 
Ohio. The Alabama Central, from Atlanta, 
Ga., to Merideu, Mise., is strictly quarantined. 
Between the towns of Selma, Ala., and Meriden 
is a small piace called Demopolis. A few days 
before I passed through there, a train was 
stopped by quarantine oflicers, and a mat found 
ov board traycling castward from Mempais to 
some point beyund Selma. They made him get 
out and take a freight train. The tram on 
whieh 1 traveled on the Mubile & Ohio Road 
ran from Mobile to Tupelo — stopping to 
allow passengers to get anvthing to eat. It was 
a twenty hours’ ride. The last meal We got was 
at Mobile about 4 o'clock in the afternvon. It 
was 12 o'clock the next dav before we reached 
Tupelo and took our next meal. i Was on my 
way home at this time, and my intention was to 
change cars at Coriutb, directly above Lubpelo, 

and go straight to Louisville. It was the short 

and direct route. But when we reached Cor- 
inth it was quarautined against us, and av pas- 
sengers were allowed to get off. I had ts gu vn 
to Union City, which is almost on a paralicl 
line with Louisville, but away to the west.

DEATH OF TWO REFUGEES FROM MEMPHIS. 
. Crmcinnali Gasetie, Aug. 19. 

A terrible case of yellow fever was developed 
yesterday at the Germania House on Sycamore 
street. About a week ago, a man vamed Offner, 
with nis wife and three children, fied from 
Memphis and came to this city. Last Saturday 
night the woman ard one of the children, a gir! 
named Blanche, 13 years old, fell sick. It 
was not until yesterday morning that a physi- 
cian, who had been called in, pronounced the 
ilimess suspicious. and notified the Health 
Officer. The latter arrived at 8 o'clock, and 
found the girl dying from yellow fever. She 
was suffering fearfully, aud was covered with 
blood and black vomit, while her discolored 
flesh had broken in many places, the blood ooz- 
from the openings. Sue died about an hour 
a half after the Health officer arrived, and 
latter could wet no one to touen the body, 
physician who had been called to attend the 
being very timid.

DR. MUDD. 
HE OFFERS SOME SUGGESTIONS AND HIS SERVICES. 
Svectai to Cincinnati Commercial. 

Wasnineton, D. C., Aug. 28.—Dr. Mudd, of 
Maryland, who served some time in the Dry 
Tortugas for treating John Wilkes Booth when 
the lattcr was trying to escape after having as- 
sassinated President Lincoln, offers, through 
the Postmaster-Genecral. his views on the sub- 
ject of preventing yellow fever, which he has 
arrived at after most laborious research avd 
observation. He claims that if his instructions 
are faithfully carried out there will not bea 
new case forty-eight hours after. He 
argues that the poison of infection 
bears the same relation to disease 
that spirituous drink does to drunkenness, or 
mercury to salivation, and that this poison is 
dead matter eliminated from the system and 
absorbed into bedding, as contagion is to the 
living tissues. He concludes that if all articles 
of bedding, particulariy woolen biankets 
throught the whole city, be at once submerged 
into strong soap-water. washed out, and dried. 
the means of extension would be cut off, and 
the disease could no more prevail than ea fire 
burn without fuel. Similar precautions are ad- 
vised to prevent nurses and attendants from 
falling a In concluding his letter Dr. Mudd 
*l offer my services, and if accorded the 
free use of the telegraph can as easily attend 
the sick from Washington as “ persopaily pres- 
ent iu New Orleans.”’

THE HOWARD ASSOCIATION. 

o the Editor af the Louisvilie Courter-Journal, 

What is the Howard Association,“ the mem- 
bers of which are sacrificing their lives in the 
plague infected cities of New Orleans, Mem- 
phis, Vicksburg, and Grenada‘! Is it a perma- 
nent organization? [Les.] Are the members 
paid for their services? [No.] Do similar or- 
ganizations exist in other cities, waiting for the 
prevaience of an epidemic to call them into 
active service! RBADER. 

The Howard Association was started in 1873, 
during the prevalence of the plague, and it has 
been in existence ever since. it was named 
probably after an English philanthropist 
named Howard. When it was started, the 
design was to make it permanent, and this has 
been accomplished. The main object of the 
society is to provide nurses and provis- 
ions for the yellow-fever sufferers. The 
members themselves get no pay for their 
services, but they frequently employ nurses 
who do. The Society is an uncompromising 
enemy of Yellow Jack, and each member, it is 
said, pledges himself to do everything ina his 
power to resist the plague, and to help bis 
suifering fellow-beings. it embraces a large 
number of philanthropic gentlemen of the 
South, and many whole-souled doctors are en- 
rolled among the list of its members. The 
real society is confined to New Orleans, and 


ing the same name have been organized in 
nearly all the cities which are liable to have yel- 
low-fever. The efforts of the Society have 
been untiring, and.bave met with much suc- 
cess. It is almost impossible to calculate the 
amount of good they have accomplished. The 
members themselves coutribute liberally of 
their time and means to carry out the end of 
the Society, and they also solicit subscriptions 
from outsiders. 
THE NEGROES AT VICKSBURG. 

VicksBuRG, Miss., Aug. 28.—The following 
extract from a card publisbed to day by P. C. 
Hally, a onee prominent colored politician, ex- 
plains itsellt: To the colored people: I bear 
it currently reported that many of you will not 
nurse unless high wages are paid you; let me 
say to you this, if true, is wrong. Times like 
these, no person should ask to be paid more 
than $2 for twenty-four hours’ nursing Itisa 
shame and a disgrace for thus acting; whites 
and blacks must work together in these wk te 
times, without money and without price. Go 
bless the Howard Association,” etc. 

Since the Howards opened a depot for sup- 
plies, the nezroes have got the ration fever very 
badly and lock to headquarters m great num- 
bers, and although tbe Huwards are anxious and 
willing to relieve al! cases of genuine dis*ress, 
they find it extremelv difficult to discriminate 
between the deserving and undeserving. 
Some of them, wito have money at home, 
come to the Association and beg for supplies. 
Others who apply for food, and are offered $3 a 
day to nurse the sick, go off in disgust. One 
man had the hardibood to ask the ‘How- 
ards to-day to send a nurse to wait on his own 
wife, though he was in splendid condition to do 
it himself. 

AN UGLY THREAT.

that they are seen with a basket of rations 
drawn at the Commissary Department on one 
arm, and a huge watermelon under the other, 
wepding their wav homeward.

@ SOMETHING ABOUT SILVER, 
To the Editor of The Tribune, 

Cmicaeo, Aug. 29.—When the people found, 
in 1877, that silver had been stealthily excluded 
from the currency, that the country had been 
committed to the fatal policy of resuming upou 
a gold basis on the Ist of January, 1879; that, 
in view of it, the value of other forms of prop 
erty was steadily shrinking while that of moneys 
alone was steadily increasing, and that money 
was consequently retiring from industries, leav- 
ing labor to take care of itself, they were, of 
course, indignant, and felt very much as a map 
feels when, uyon waking in the morning, he 
finds that a burglar has entered his house in the 
night-time and carried away some ol thie most 
valuable of his possessions. But when they 
saw tue increasing effects of the baletul measure 
of 1873, that their property was beiug exchanged 
for movey through the agency not of voluntary, 
but of judicial sales, leaving them no exit from 
unsatisfied personal obligations but through a 
court of bankruptcy, their indignation 
soon gave way to despair, and 
they appealed to their Representa- 
tives and the authorities at Washington through 
every avenue that led to them, and demanded 
the restoration of silver not only to the cur 
rency, but to the place it occupied in it prior to 
the act of 1873. The Silver bill was passed re- 
quiring the coinage of trom $2,000,000 to 84,000. 
O of silver dollars per month, each to contain 
71K grains of pure silver, aud giving to them 
a legal-tender quality. This measure has not 
furnished the relief that was expected from it, 
for the reason that it has not replaced silver in 
the currency in the position it occupied under 
the act of 1792. We are still upon a gold 
standard. By that act rer was made to repre 
sent the unit of account. Its language is: 
There shail be, from time to time, struck and 
coined at the Mint dollars or units, 89 
each to contain 371K grains of pure 
silver.“ Under this act, whether a coin was a 
dollar or not depended not upon the value, but 
upon the guantity of pure silver it contained. 
Conseqnently, the Mexican dollar circulated 
with our dollar for tue reason that it contained 
as much or more pure silver than our own dol- 
lar contained. The silver dollar, containing 
3714 grains of pure silver, was our standard or 
unit of value. This act provided ior minting 
Cold coins, each coin to represent a specified 
number of these units, and to be made of a pre- 
scribed weight and fineness. The two metals 
were placed in the currency by this act under 
the relation or ratio oi | to 15,—that is, the coin 
value of 1 ounce of gold was equal to the coin 
value of 15 ounces of silver. {ter a while 1 
ounce of gold would buy in the market 
more tean 15 wvounces of silver, and it 
left uur currency. To bring it back 
again, by the acts of 1834 and = 1837 
its cain value was increased by sligutly reducing 
the amount of pure metal in the coin; and 
thereby alitile more than 6% per cent was 
added to its coin value, while the amount of 
pure metal in the silver coin was continued as 
before. This placed the two metals in the cur- 
rency under the ratio of nearly 1 to 16. By the 
act of 1878 this standard or unit of value was 
changed from the silver tothe gold coin. The 
foliowing is the provision of the act by which 
this was accomplished: ‘** The gold coins of the 
United States shall be a one-dollar piece, which, 
at the stamdlard weicht of twenty-tive and eight 
tenths grains, shall be the unit of vaiue.’’ Thus 
this gold coin has displaced the silver coin in 
our monetary system, and ts no our 
unit of value. Everything is measured 
by this gold coin; consequently our 
trade dollar passes for only 90 cents, 
for that is its builiop value according to this 
standard, whereas if the silver standard was re- 
stored it would be worth actually nfore than the 
legal-tender dollar, for it contains more pure 
silver than this dollar contains. Seceretarv 
Sherman discloses his sympathy with the move- 
ment of the Governments of Kurope in diseard- 
ing silver for the parpose of increasing the pur- 
chasing power of the unit of money, aod his 
purpose to keep his own Government to the 
standard they have adopted, where he says in his 
Toledo speech, A great nation like ours, rich 
in varied resources, with a free people of re- 
markaodle intelligence, is pot driven to resort to 
anv expedients which would atfect the public 
credit or the pubhe’s debt, or distrust the bar- 
monious relations in trade with foreign nations, 
but should adapt its money to the moge ot the 
civilized world, make it as good as 
any other money, and ma uta 4 
slandard of waue as high as that of 
any other coin ever issued from the mint. Again 
he says that both metals can be made to cireu— 
late at par, notwithstanding the disparity be- 
tween the coin and market value of silver, as 
measured by gold, ‘by limiting the amount of 
er to be issyed.’’ This limitation in the coin- 
age of silver is necessary if the gold coin of 25.8 
grains of standard weight is to be continued as 
the unit of value. Wich tuis end in view, be 
has restricted the coinage of silver to the low- 
est amount prescribed iu the act known as the 
Silver bill. He purchases the silver at ite buil 
ion Value, as measured by the gold standard, 
pays for it with silver dollars, and thus saves 
lur the Government the difference between its 
bullion and coin value. The saving of this 
seigniorage is practically the benetit we are de- 
wing from the Silver bill. This is not what 
the promoters of the remonetization of Sil 
ver were struggling for. What they de- 
manded was the restoration of the silver dollar 
containing 3714 grains of pure, or 412 grains 
ot standard, silver as the unit of value, aud its 
unlimited cotpage as directed by the act of 
170. This, and this only, will ultimately re- 
store old vaiues to other forms of property, 
produce a sensible expansion of our metallic 
currency, and place the country in a condition 
where resumption will be practicable. Lf the 
existing disparity between the market value of 
the two metals shall prove to be permanent 
(which is by no means probable), gold can be 
continued in the currency br increasivg its coin 
Value in the way it was done duriuy the last 
term of Jackson's Administration.

THE SARATOGA CONFERENCE. 
Special wisvatch to The Tripune. 

New York, Aug. 29.—A Times Saratoga 
special says: The Republican conference met 
at 11 o’elock this morning. The attendance 
numbered about 100, and every county in the 
State was represented. A. B. Cornell called 
the Hhobference to order, and spoke briefly as fol- 
lows: 

GENTLEMEN: Coming out of the Adirondacks 
last week, where I had been spending a month's 
time beyond the influence of business or pdlitics, 
almost the first thing which attracted my attention 
was the report of the conference held at this place 
upon the invitation of my trends, Mr. Elliot C. 
Cowden and Senator Prince. The resolutions as 
published met my approval 80 far that it made me 
regret that | couid not have been included within 
the terms of the invitation, and, upon reflection, 
it seemed to me very many earnest Re- 
publicans were debarred from eliginility as mem- 
bers of that conference by the conditions 
named in the call. As it was too late for me to 
make an amendment to Mr. Cowdin’s programme, 
it get med to we it would be a good thing to invite 
some of the Republicans not here last week to 
confer together and see what they could do te 
promote Republican success. It was my im- 
pression Mr. Cowdin planted his foundations too 
shallow and reared them too narrow to success- 
fully complete the work proposed by hie confer- 
ence, To carry the State of New York requires, 
as we know by ead experience, tue earnest 
and helpiu! co-operation of every Repubiican iu 
it. Instead of narrowing the tests for Republican- 
iam to the gauge of the Administration, ther 
should be widened and opened so as to include 
every Republican who has voted the Republican 
ticket, and who propoees in good faith to do so 
this fall. Your response to my invitation is most 
gratefuily appreciated, and 1 trust our delibera- 
tions may contribate to the welfare aud prosperity 
of the Kepublican party. In order that we may 
proceed wiih some degree of order, I will take the 
liberty of proposing that John J. Townsend, of 
New York, shall act as our Chairman. 

MR. TOWNSEND, ä

Unica. N. V.. Aug. 28, 1878.—My Dean Stn: 
I have your note suyinga number of Republicans 
will meet at Saratoga to-morrow to take counsel 
together, This seems to me wise and imely.

His OPINION OF THINGS. 

With the statements enumerated above in his 
possession, a TRIBUNE reporter yesterday after- 
noon sought out Architect Egan, and with him 
the following interview took place. As will be 
seen, the gentieman acknowledges some of the 
defects, but holds that the building is safe, and 
that it nas not settled to any perceptible de- 
gree, and has not settled unequally at all. 
Said the reporter, opening the conversation: 

* How ie it that the picrs are not bonded in 
the building walls!“ 

Lou mean by that, I suppose, that there are 
no solid angles, technically speaking, visible ou 
the building. This is the old style method 
of coustruction, not safely applicable to build- 
ings where there are great and unequal weights, 
because the slightest movement of the build- 
ing, even one-cigth of an inch, has been found 
to cause an ugly result in buildings s0 con- 
structed with solid angles. But these piers are 
bonded; they are bonded to the maln walls m 
the Court-House Bullding by concealed mitre- 
joints, the alternate courses § overtapping 
each other. The success of this method 
is apparcut. There is not the slightest gaping 
of vertical joints between the great massive 
piers of the angles and maiu walls of the 
building, a fact which also woes to prove that 
the building thus tur shows a remarkable sta- 
bility. Becuuse, in case of settlement, these 
vertical joints would be tue first to show the 
disturbance.”’ 

But how about patched stone being used!“ 

“There are probably a half-dozen places 
where the patches are allowed. These patches 
are properly put in, and the joints, when drawn 
and finished, will not be visible, and they will 
by no means bean injury to the structure. 
And it is, and has always been, the custoin to 
allow this patching toa limited extent, where 
it does not interfere with the appearance or 
the durability of the structure. Otherwise, po 
contractor would risk the taking of a contract 
for the cut-stone for so large a building. You 
will see that it would be unreasynabie to con- 
demn a large piece of cornice, for instance, 
costing the contractors from $100 to $200, be- 
cause there is a slight chip in it, which bappen- 
ed to have been kpocked off the voruer while it 
was in process of transportation or erection. 
But, of course, there is, and should be, a limit 
to such allowance.“ 

Then it is charged that 

SOME OF THE STONE ARE DEFECTIVE 
and weak, and are filled with plaster of paris. 
How is that!“ 

“It is not so. If it were so, I must acknow]l- 
edge that it has escaped my detection; but I 
must say 1 have been pretty vigilant in the 
matter. 

„How about the charge of the defect in the 
brick fing!“ 

That may occur in rate cases, but the next 
stove will have the proper bond on the brick 
work, which will overcome any evil which 
might arise in the backing of the stone under- 
neath. A stone with a very irregular back can- 
not alwavs be filled in with brick so perfectly as 
not to exhibit some slight defect of this kind at 
rare intervals. But the thorough binding of 
the courses obviates the defects, and nobody 
with experience who has watched the construc- 
tion of the Court-House wiil deuy that this 
bonding was well attended to.“ 

“BUT WHY DID THAT SILL GIVB War!“ 

“There are three stones that have opened 
siuce they were set, all on the west side of the 
— 9 One is the sill, one à piece of rusti- 

cated ashblar over the rear wall, and the other 
is asub-sill. These stones all opened last No- 
vember, after the great frost which set in on the 
night preceding Thanksgiving, of which 1 have 
the record, which was the first severe frost of 
that seasou, and immediately after I discovered 
the split in these stones. At that time there 
was little or po weight upon them, nor is there 
to-day sufficient weight oa any of them to cause 
the cracking ef the stone. The fact is, they are 
concealed joints, knowu to quarrymen as dry 
joints, which are exceedingly difficult to detect 
until after some exposure to frost and sun- 


shine. I can state in support of this 
view tnat four huge blocks of 
stone built mto the base of the 


dome of the Court-House on the county side 
opened in a similar manner at the same time, 
and they have no superimposed weight of any 
consequence at all, and are to be seen to-day.”’ 

But how about the stones breaking from 

THE SETTLEMENT OF THE BULLDING!”’ 

“ Anybody who states that the Court-House 
has settled. outside of the natural compression 
of the large mass of masonry, has not given the 
subject suilicient attention. This question can 
be solved beyond yea or nay; oy taking levels 
and referring them to the bench-mark on the 
corner of the Sherman House, which was estab- 
lished wien the first stone was set. I had 
these levels taken a few months ago, and the 
result was remarkably good for such a weighty 
butiding, showing 4 Variation out exceeding 
— — of ap inch. 

But aboat the water wearing away a portion 
of the brick work ! 

“There is no such thing, except where the 
tops of some of the walls. which do not continue 
through the building, are slightly injured by 
the rain and weather. These will be made good 
at the completion of the building. Allow me 
to add that it is, and has always been, the in- 
tention to remove the defective stones which 
have split under the action of the weather, and 
replace them with sound ones at the completion 
of the bullding.“ 

“BUT WHY HAVE THE WALLS CRACKED ON 
THE iInsipe?t’’ 

“There is not a genuine crack in any of the 
walls im the interior of the building except iu 
two cases, over the arches of light internal par- 
tition walls, and a very slight parting of the 
mortar joints in two other light partition walls, 
where the work had to be toothed in while wait- 
ing for the erection of the granite work, which 
caused considerable delay. Iu the case of the 
two arches referred to, both of them were 
cracked by the cuide-ropes attached to derricks 
which fell. One was used in the construction of 
the dome by Mr. Sexton, and the other used by 
the mason erecting foundations on the city side. 
They are of no consequence, and can be taken 
out and rebuilt in one day.”

Liability of the Directors of Broken 
s. 


Judge McAllister Speaks Words of 
Cheer to Them. 


LIABILITY OF BANK-DIRECTORS. 
in the case of Charles EK. McKenna vs. 1. 8. 
Smith, W. H. Turner, and the other Directors of 
the State Savings lostitution, Judge McAllister 
yesterday reudered a written opinion which, 
while not absolutely disposing of the case, will 
be found to contain very cold comfort for the 
unfortunate depositors who have boped to make 
good their losses in the bank by suits against its 
Directors. The following is the opinion: 


This is an action on the case against defendants 
to recover damages fui the loss by plaintiff of the 
sum of $2,000 alleged io have been de ited by 
him in the State Saving*® Insti‘ution of Chicago. 
The defendants are aliezed to pave been Trustees 
of that institution, and the action is brought to 
hold them pervonally tiabie for said joss. The 
questions arise upok Gemurrer to an uinended dec- 
luration. 

The firat-amended count aileges the trusteeanip 
of detengants. and that they were stockholders in 
that institution: sets forth their duties, the de- 
posit therein by plaintiff of the sum of $2,000 
for safe-keeping, securing accumulation, aud 
interest thereon: that defendants, their agents 
and servants im that behalf. ev neviligentiy, care- 
levaly, unekilifully, and willfuliy behaved and 
conducted themselves tn the care, control, manage- 
ment, and supervision Of said Corporation, its busi- 
nens allairs, moneys, property, effects, securities, 
and savings and trust funds, with the accumula- 
tiom and mterest thereouwand the depusits of the 
suid tant aforesaid, that afterward, etc., while 
the and sum of money af plaintiff, with tne ac 
cumulation and inter thereon, so remained oa 
deposit in said corporation, as savings and 
truest funds, the suid corporation, without 
fault on the part (of plaintiff, became 
‘and was by aud through gross carelessness and 
willful negligence, Misappropriation, and miswan- 
agement of defendauis to making improper loans, 
discounts, and investments, and in tukiny io 
sufficient securities and ter want of good security 
and improper investments im depreciated stucks, 
bonds. netes, property, and collateruis, ana in 
speculations to increase ‘the business profits and 
gains of the said corporation aud the defeudauts 
us stockholders, wholly Mmeolvent, whereby plain 
till lost his said deposit, ete. 

Defendant's counsel insist that this count ie not 
goud upon even genernidemurrer, and especially 
that it ie bad upon speca demurter. 

After much Cousidcratia as to the precise ua 
ture of this count, and tye elementary principles 
of law applicable to it, lem prepared to give my 
views of its sufficieney. t must be borne in mind 
that the suit is not agaime the corpuratien itself. 
but aguinst ite officers ALA agente. The contract 
implied by the deposit pe" lis funds by plaintiff 
arope solely on the burtſo the corporation to piain- 
til, and there is nocontt et alleged between plain 
tin and the defendants. press or implied. The 
charter (See. 4) provides,’ pat the instituciun ‘* may 
make such especial r Syitious in reference to 
trust funds ae enall BY, agreed upon with the 
depositors or parties | erested for the purpose 
of accumulating or inc eig the same." Also 
(Sec. ch that the affix of the institation shall 
be managed by a Board oe ut least three 
in namber, after the fire Jection as is herein bro 
vided.”

Ihe legal proposition arises whether ander this 
state of the cuse the defendants are jointiv and 
personally hable for the negligence charged. In 
Angell * Ames on Corporations, a 
work of acknowledged authority in this 
country, it 1 stated (Sec. 312) that the remedy in 
euch case is against the corporation itself, and not 
against its officers or agents. ‘‘Indeed, the gen- 
era) rule is, when third persons are injured by the 
neviect of aknown agent to discharge the duties 
of bis agency, respondeat superior. and the action 
must be brought against the principal. Again, 
»The Directors of a moneyed institution are re- 
sponsible to it at law in an action on the 
case for improperly obtaining and dispos- 
ing of the funds or property of the company. 
They are liable. however, only individually 
and severally. and not jointly as Directors, unless 
the act complained of be done by a majority of the 
Board of Directors, when. oy the act of incorpora- 
tion. a majority only is competent to transact the 
business of the company, and —— when 
there has been a waste or misapplication of the 
corporate funds by the officers or agents of the 
company, a suit in equity may be brought by and 
in the name of the corporation to compel them to 
account for such waste ot misapplication, Direct- 
ors being regarded as Trustees of the stockholders, 
and subject to the applications and dis- 
abilities incidental to that relation.’* These several 
propusitions are supported by decided cases te 
ferred to in the notes, The Principles embodied 
deny a right of action at law in favor of a de- 
pdsitor. ‘Lhis was the rung of the Supreme Court 
of Missouri in toe recent case of Fusha vs. Svaun- 
horst et al., where the snit was by a depositor 
against the officials of a savings-bank. The Court 
says: **Aside from etatutory provision, or one 
of a similar nature in the organic law, the Direct- 
ore or Officers of an incorporated bank would not 
be individually responsible in an action at law for 


> any regulation agreed 
deposits, or accumula- 
ere any that defendauts 
Board. By the char- 
fas many as the stovuk- 


injury resulting to a creditor or depos- 
itor, unless the iniury was occasioned 
by the malicious or fraudulent act 


of the party compiained of. Mere nonfeasance 
Will not answer. Nothing short of active vartici- 
vation in a positively wrongful act, intentionally 
and directly operating mjuriously to the prejudice 
of the party complaining, will give origin to indi- 
vidual liability as above indicated. ° 

Aside from the authorities cited by the Court in 
support of tae above ruling, very many Others may 
be tound in the books of the same tendency aud 
effect. It was, however, insisted in urgument by 
piaintifi'’s counsel that the court im question was dif- 
ferent, because it alleged the pusuppropriation and 
mismanagement by defendant was wiilful. A 
willful waste and misapprooriation of the funds of 
the corporation by the Directors, with intent vo tn- 
jure the plainuifl and other defendants, would, if 
operating directly to their prejudice, amount to 
such a fraudulent act us that an action would lie 
therefor against the individeal Directors. Bat no 
such intent is alleged. Neitnerare specific acts 
set forth. In all cases of setting-up fraud, either 
in a declaration or plea, facte and circumstances 
showing such fraud must be set out. None such 
are set forth here, but mere general conclusions, 
which will not answer. I am of opinion, there- 
fore, that this count is insufficient to support a re- 
covery. 

The other two amended.counts undertake to 
charge defendants with direct, itive, fraudulent 
acts, to plaintitf’s injury. in that, White acting as 
such trustees, they knowingly and fraudulently 
pudlished a false statement of the assets and 
dnancial condition of the corporation, and plain 
tilt, reiying 35 this statement, was induced to 
deposit 82. 000 the bank. If proverly drawn. 
euch a count would be good at common law., and 
we have a statute also applicable: ‘‘If any 
certified report or statement made, or public 
notice given, by officers of any corporation 
shali be false in any material representation, a)! 
the officers who have signed the same, Knowing it 
to be false. shall be jointiy and severally liable for 
all damages arising therefrom.” (R. S., 1874, Sec. 
21. p. 200. These counts neither of them fail 
within this statate, because it is not alleged that 
defendant signed any report. statement, or public 
notice. 

These counts are defective ina few particulars: 
As to the time of publishing the statement, they 
say. On or about July 3, 1877, and at divers 
other times, tc. It isa rule of pleading that the 
time and place of all material facte must be stated. 
It should ve of a particular day under a ‘* vide- 
cet. 

It should also be alleged that the falee state- 
ment was made to induce persons to deposit mon- 
ey in said institution with the intent of defrauding 
them out of the same. 

Tne allegation as to the assignment, appvint- 
ment of a Receiver, and probable assets amounts 
to mere evidence, —has no piace in the declaration, 
and is repugnant to other material allexations. 

For the reasons stated, the demurrer will be sus- 
tained to all tue counts, with leave to plaintuff to 
amend.

All this makes up a book of sixty-four 
pages, which the Honest-Money. League ” 
will furnish at the very low price of $6 per 
100 copies. The pamphlet ought to have a 
wide circulation, as its argument is con- 
clusive, and is based on official figures. 


THE SEVEN-THIRTIES AND BOUTWELL’S 
REVISION OF THE LAWS. 

The Jnter-Ovean has reached the very cli- 
max of its perverse stupidity in the dis- 
cussion of the question whether or not the 
7-30 notes are legal-tender by citing the Re- 
vised Statutes (Sec. 3,590), which reads as 
follows: 

Treasury notes issued under the anthority of the 
acts of March 3, 863, Chap. 73, and une 30 
1864, Chap. 172, shall be leqa‘-tender to the same 
extent as United States notes for their Jace culue, 
excluding interest. ° 


The revision of the United States Statutes 
was made under a law of Congress dated 
June 20, 1874, but was not officially pro- 
mulgated till 1875 ; and it was not until the 
latter date that any of the 7-30 notes could 
be a legal-tender. But, as a matter of fact, 
the entire volume of 7-303, except a few that 
were lost, had been retired and out of the 
way before June 30, 1869, so that the /nter- 
Ocean endeavors to prove that the 7-30s 
were legal-tender during their life by citing 
a provision in a revised statute which only 
went into force some six years after the 
7-30s had ceased to exist! Nothing could be 
more frivolous or absurd, and it amounts to a 
complete confession that the fiatists have 
been deliberately endeavoring to deceive the 
public in representing that the 7 


7 30s were 
legai-tender during the period of their ex- 
istence. 

The citation of this extract from the Re- 
vised Statutes of 1875 is merely another evi- 
dence of Mr. Bourwetu’s bungling work. It 
is of a kind with the revision whereby silver 
was demonetized without the consent of the 
people or the knowledge of the Congress 
that permitted it. Chancellor Kent was of 
the opinion that the revision of laws is al- 
ways a dangerous practice, and BovurweE 1's 
revision has certainly confirmed the wisdom 
of that opinion. It was designed, of course, 
that the Revised Statutes should be a close 
condensation and reflex of the laws as they 
actually existed; the purpose was merely to 
divest the laws of verbosity, repetition, 
and the confusion surrounding them by 
reason of amendments, repeals, and changes 
of all kinds. Instead of doing this, Bor- 
WELL’s revision so completely misconstrued 
many of the laws as they stood that it actual- 
ly reversed their meaning and effect. The sil- 
ver dollar was thus absolutely demonetized, 
though previous legislation had merely drop- 
ped the coinage thereof. So in this case 
7-30 bond-notes were made legal-tender 
(from 1875 on) which had never been legal- 
tender under the original laws. Of the three 
issues of 7-30s only that of 1564 gave an op- 
tion to the Secretary of the Treasury to 
make them legal-tender. It provided that 
he might make the interest on each bond- 
note not payable until the end of three 
years, when they were to be funded into 6 
per cent bonds, in which case they were to 
be legal-tenders. But if he concluded to 
make the 7 3-10 interest payable semi-annu- 
ally, then they were not to be legal-tenders. 

The Secretary elected to issue them with 
coupons payable semi-annually so as to 
avoid increasing the legal-tender issues al- 
ready authorized by other acts. Hence not 
one 7-30 bond-note of the whole 810 millions 
sold by the Government was cyer a legal- 
tender. How often must this be repeated 
before the thick-skulled and perverse fiatists 
will see and admit it? Bovutwext and his 
associate revisers, with their characteristic 
stupidity, misinterpreted the law, and, in 
their ignorance, made a class of paper legal- 
tender several years after it had all been 
withdrawn, except a mere lost handful, 
though it had never been legal-tender 
when it was outstanding to the amount 
of over $810,000,000, 

To contrast the present attitude of the 
fiatists with that which they assumed when 
they started out in this matter, it is only 
necessary to compare the amount of 7.303 
which they now declare to be legal-tender 
and the amount which they formerly de- 
clared legal-tender. There were three issues 
of these 7-30 notes, viz.: Under the law of 
July 17, 1861, $139,155,650 were issued: 
under the law of June 30, 1864, $234,400,- 
000; under the law of March 3, 1865, 8437, 
210,026. The aggregate was 5810, 763,686. 
Of these there remain outstanding $16,300 
from the first issue, which Mr. Bovrwei. 
did not make legal-tender in the revision of 
1875, and $158,000 of the second and third 
issues: The charge of the fiatists was that, 
as these 7-308 were retired between 1864 
and 1869, the currency of the country had 
been contracted to the extent of over

UNCONSTITUTIONAL MONEY. 
To the Editer of The Tribune. 

Jux. We., Aug. 28. — The able and vigorons 
editorials that Tux Txipune is publishing npon the 
financial issues are doing much to enlighten the 
people and to counteract the pernicious doctrines 
of the Nationals. There ſe One thing, however, 
that vught to be made more prominent in these dis- 
cussions, aod that is that the Government cannot 
in times of peace issue paper money and make it a 
jewal-teuder, for, if it cannot, that fact of itself 
effectually disposes of nearly ali of the stock in 
trade uf the Greenback flatists. They demand the 
repeal of the National Banking law. If that law 
was repealed, and the Government cannot issue 
money to take the place of National Bank notas. 
the currency would thereby be contracted to the 
amount of the circalation of the National Banks. 
Now, has the Government a right, primarily, un- 
der the “Constitution, to issue jegal-tender paper 
money except as a war necessity? And if not. what 
sense is there in talking about issuing flat money 
or abolishiny the National banks?’ M. H. M. 


In reply to the above, we ought to say, in 
the first place, that there must have been at 
the very least one hundred editorial articles 
in Tae CIAO Trinune within the last two 
or three years showing, in one way and an- 
other, that the Government has no right to 
issue any legal-tender paper currency (forced 
loans) in time of profound peace. We have 
repeatedly directed attention to the decision 
of the Supreme Court to the effect. that the 
legal-tender acts were war measures, and that 
the volume of such currency must be con- 
fined within the limit of $400.000,000 
pledged by Congress. We have demonstrat- 
ed, moreover, that the Democratic lawyers 
in Congress admitted that the Government 
has no power under the Constitution to make 
its notes legal-tender between citizens be- 
yond the limit of the war-issue of forced 
notes. The bill reported by the Buckner- 
Ew1ne Committee at the last session of Con- 
gress for the retirement of National Bank 
notes provided for the substitution—not of 
fiat money, or legal-tender money—but of 
Treasury notes which should correspond 
with the present bank notes by being re- 
deemable in the legal-tender already pro- 
vided. 7 

Of course if the National Bank notes were 
retired an immense contraction would take 
place, unless the vacuum were filled by non- 
legal-tender ‘Treasury notes, as legal-tender 
forced paper could not be issued to take 
their place in excess of the 400 millions limit. 
There are now outstanding 347 millions of 
greenbacks and 324 millions of bank notes. 
The banishment of the latter would result in 
increasing the former by 53 millions, and the 
contraction would be the difference between 
324 millions and 53 millions, viz.: 269 mill- 
ions of currency contraction. 

The only way in which a contraction of 
the currency could be avoided after retiring 
the bank notes would be by the issue of non- 
legal-tender Treasury notes receivable for 
taxes and public dues and redeemable in 
legal-tender, or by reverting to State bank 
issues with all their objectionable and dan- 
gerous characteristics. 

All the Democratic lawyers in the last 
Congress who had occasion to examine the 
question conceded the point that the Con- 
stitution confers on Congress no right or 
power to make Government notes a legal- 
tender for private debts between citizens, 
except when the power of taxing and bor- 
rowing have been exhausted, and when it 
becomes necessary to make forced loans to 
raise and support armies. This fact ought, 
as M. H. M.“ says, to settle the fate of fiat 
money for all time. But, if he ever succeeds 
in pinning down a flatist to an acknowledg- 
ment of this fact, he will find that said flatist 
will then reply: Very well; we don’t care 
anything about your Constitution or your 
Supreme Court. We propose to so remodel 
the Supreme Court as to secure a di ferent 
construction of the Constitution; or, if we 
can't do that, we'll change the Constitution. 
We're bound to have fiat money anyway.” 
That is the point which an argument with 
the flatists reaches at last, and when men 
abandon law, and reason, and fact, and 
prec.dent, and common sense to assert that 
they propose to accomplish by might or 
revolution what they admit is not legal or 
constitutional, then argument ceases, It 
only remains to be seen whether these fran- 
tic fools and reckless characters are as strong 
as they think, 


THE FUIURE OF SILVER. 

Figures are at hand to show the commer- 
cial movement of silver at London for this 
year up to the end of last month. ‘The mar- 
ket is in a very different condition from that 
of 1877. Then the Asiatic demand was very 
strong, the German supply wis large, and it 
was difficult to see signs of change. The 
stream of thalers flowing from the pockets 
and crocks of the German people into the 
London bullion market seemed endless and 
fathomiess. The Germans confessed their 
surprise at the reservoir of silver in Ger- 
many, and abandoned their estimates of the 
amount to be redeemed before the substitu- 
tion of a gold fora silver currency should 
be complete, But this year the volume of 
this silver stream has begun to shrink. In 
the first seven months of 1878 the 
amount of the silver marketed in Lon- 
don by Germany—and all the silver Germany 
sells goes to London—was only $17,755,000, 
while in the corresponding period of 1877 
the sales of German silver were $37,450,000, 
or more than doubie. The best authorities 
have differed about the amount of silver the 
German experiment of demonetizatiou was 
to throw into the bullion market. ‘Ihe esti- 
mates of the agent at London of the German 
Government, of the German mint author- 
ities, and of the German professors of 
political economy as laid before the British 
Monetary Commission of 1876, differed with 
each other by tens of millions of dollars. It 
was this very uncertainty that more than 
any other thing demoralized the silver mar- 
ket. The annual increment of silver and 
gold is estimated at only 1 per cent of the 
stock existing in the world, but here 
was a political movement that threatened to 
throw on the market an amount several 
times as large as the annual product. How 
many times larger, no one knew. The great 
diminution of the sales of silver so far this 
year by Germany is the first trustworthy 
sign that the limit of her supply is being 
reached. When this stream begins to run 
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normal relations between gold and silver in 
the bullion market. The important evidence 
of the German sales is ratified by private ad- 
vices, A merchant of New York, who has 
numerous correspondents in Germany, fur- 
nishes the Bankers’ Magaeine the following, 
under date of July 6, 1878: ‘I have made 
inquiries in various parts of Germany, be- 
garding the present cireujation of silver, but 
the replies are very contradictory 
and unsatisfactory. In one thing, how- 
ever, they agree, namely, that rather 
a scarcity of small coing prevails,” These 
facts chime with Sorrszen’s estimate, pub- 
lished in November, 1877, that the whole 
operation of the German demonetization 
would be completed during the year 1878, or 
at any rate by the end of March, 1879. Ex- 
tending the time to the close of 1879, gives 
us the cheering prospect that 1880 will see 
the silver market relieved of the downward 
pressure from Germany. There have been 
other depressing causes at work this year on 
the price of silver, and these are shown in 
the statistics of the last seven months’ busi- 
ness at London. The Asiatie demand has 
largely fallen off. This outlet has been a 
factor of great importance in sustaining the 
market against Germany. ‘The opponents of 
silver have made loud and confident pre- 
dictions since 1873 that China and India would 
never again take the quantities of silver they 
once absorbed. But last year the imports oi 
silver into Eastern Asia reached the enormous 
total of $105,000,000, which was more than had 
ever before been imported in one year. But 
this year the movement of this metal to its 
grave in the Orient has been much small- 
er, The figures show that the exports to 
India from London have been, in the first 
seven months of this year, only $16,675,000, 
against $37,805,000 in the similar period of 
1877. China in the same time has taken 
$1,025,000 less this year than last. What is 
the cause of this change? Have China and 
India become satiated with silver? Not at 
all; but those unhappy lands called the 
„ graves of silver have become the grave 
of starved millions of human beings. How 
this has affected the power to take silver need 
hardly to be described. The London 
Economist says of the silver coinage of 
the Bombay mint that it was increased 
by more than $5,000,000 worth of silver 
ornaments received from the sufferers by the 
famine.” The Madras correspondent of the 
London Times wrote: It is a fact that 
hundreds of thousands of the people have 
already sold their jeweis of silver and gold 
to pay for food.” ‘This was in 1877. 
exhaustion that began then has grown since, 
and hence the diminished ability of those 
countries to absorb silver. Only this weak- 
ening of the Chinese and Indian demand 
will explain the fact that, although the dis- 
turbing supply from Germany is dwind- 
ling, the market price of silver has fallen 
from an average of 54 pence an ounce last 
year to 524 pence now. All the other con- 
ditions are favorable to a recovery of the 
price of silver. Of the bonanza mines, 
one has stopped paying dividends and the 
other is paying only one-half its former 
rate. The German supply appears likely to 
reach its end by 1880, and there is a well- 
founded expectation that the German Gov- 
ernment will strengthen the silver market by 
coining an allotment of 15 marks per capita 
of its population of subsidiary silver, instead 
of 10 marks as first decided. The United States 
is using up all the American product for its 
coinage of subsidiary silver and standard 
dollars, and will do so for years. The fam- 
ines in India and China were extraordinary 
occurrences, like the German demonetiza- 
tion. By the end of next year these three 
calamities will have spent their foree. The 
silver market may be expected to rise as sud- 
deniy as it fell. It will easily reach 59 pence 
an ounce, and then the American standard 
silver dollar will be worth as much in the 
bullion market as the gold dollar on our 
ratio of 16: 1. 


ENGLAND'S DESERTION OF GREECE. 

Tue debate in the English Parliament on 
the 14th inst. shows that the English Gov- 
ernment has coolly and deliberately decided 
to violate its pledge and abandon the Greeks. 
In the course of the proceedings, Sif C. 
Dunn stated that a memorandum had been 
made by Turkey refusing to rectify the 
Greek frontier in the manner prescribed by 
the Berlin Congress, and, if that document 
had not been presented to the Government, 
it must be purposely withheld until the 
prorogation of Parliament. In conclusion, 
Mr. Dun said: It would be altogether 
improper that France an@ Italy should com- 
pel the Porte to do for Greece that to which 
we had set our name. I would be sorry, 
looking to all that Greet has before her, if 
we should be behind ud in carrying dut 
what we had led her ta pech

Ihe front and rear, or * freestand- 
ing’ wails must, in a house of more than two 
stories, have a thickness ju the iower story of 
at least two feet, and in the other stories, as 
also everywhere in houses of less than two 
stories, a thickness of at least one foot and five 
inches. Every bouse must, on its side joining 
upon another house, have its own ‘fire walls.“ 
which wall, where the house does not exceed 
two stories, must have a thickness of at least 
one foot, and where there are more than two 
stories, a thickness of onc foot aud five inches 
to the second story, and above that a thickness 
of ove foot. 

Abe walls are usually solid, and on that - 
count it must be admitted that, in a sanitary 
poiut of view, houses so constructed are leas 
healthy than ‘well-buflt wooden houses. The 
interior or room walls are generaily of brick.

FIXING THE BLAME.

PREPARING FOR HIS RECEPTION. 

The Committee of citizens appointed by the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the Firemen's Tournament

car, attached to the regular train on the Baltimore

ipg. Thisisa véry inconvenient hour to receive 
any one. though all were in favor of getting up and 
meeting the train at Twenty-second street. How- 
ever, it was deemed advisable to see if one of two 
things could not be done: have the car dropped 
at Fremont and brought through by the Lake Shore 
train, which will arrive at 8 o'clock, or have 
it switched off at Grand Crossing, and. brought in 
by asubvrborn train at about the same hour. Col- 
lector Smith said he would consult the railroad 
people, and see what could be done. 

A programme for Tuesday has not yet been fully 
agreed upon, but the time will be spent about as 
follows: A salute will be fired by the battery on 
the arrival of the train at the depot, and the 
President and party will be escorted to the Grand 
Pacific by the Committee and military. At 10 
o’clock the flremen's procession will form, and the 
President will review it from the balcony of the 
Exposition Buiiding. After lunch there will be 
an excursion on the lake in the revenue- 
entter Andrew Johnson north to bincoln 
Park and south as far as Hyde Park, where the 
party will go ashore and be driven in carriages 
through the South Park and along the boulevards. 
If there is time, Lincoln Park will also be visited, 
Gen. Stockton, on behalf of the Commissioners.

THE SUBJECT OF TEXT-BOOKS

PUTS AND CALLS. 

There are aclass of operators in this city who 
advertise that they deal in puts, calls, and straddles 
on the Board of Trade, or, as they often prefer to 
callit. The Produce Exchange, and use every 
form of printer's ink and shade of paper to 
induce fools from the country to send them money 
to invest. It is a pleasure too rarely given to 
de able to record a case where these chaps or any 
one of them took the worst of their dn game, 


but there is just now one at hand. One of 
this class of operators (named Dexter) occupies 
rooms in Major Block, and sends out circyglars 
galore to verdants in such places as Oshkosh, St. 
Louis, and Mineral Point. In the course of his 
distribution he sent several documents to a gentle- 
man of St. Louis (named Tracy) who had been in 
laces of trust in banks, etc., but has now retired 
rom business. After a thorough course of circu- 
lars, Mr. Tracy sent on $125, and received for 
answer that Dexter had invested the same in a 
straddle on 2,500 bushels of grain for September. 
In the course of human events another letter an- 
nounced that the $125 had won for itself another 
$125, and that Dexter had put the whole into 
& trade for October, in which he had 
sunk the whole. Mr. Tracy replied promptly that 
he hac authorized Dexter to make only one trade, 
and that he disavowed. repudiated, and spat upon 
the second scheme.

COUNTERFEITING. 
THE WATSONS. 

The Watsons—Charies B. and Marv L.—were 
before Commissioner Hoyne again yesterday morn- 
ing, to which time their examination on the 
charge of counterfeiting had been continued. 


tion 80 far as regarded his male client, against 
whom the Government has a case about as strong 
as they ever make one, and devoted himself to the 
task of trying to get the woman-—rather aged, 
rather tearful, and not particularly handsome—out 
of the toils. The Government’s witness, a pri 
vate detective named Hamilton, testified to having 
arrested voth parties, finding on the hueband ten 
weil-executed counterfeit half-dollars and 812 in 
good money, and on the woman four very derep- 
tive 10-cent pieces. all of which he produced. 
On searcaing the premises he found several sets 
of molds, a lot of counterfeit aollars, halves, 
quarters, and dimes, a iadle partly encrueted, 
bars of the composition metal used in making the 
stuff, brushes, two batteries in which a trade dol- 
lar was still suspended in the bath, and various 
other implements which form the stock in trade of 
your counterfeiter on alarge scale. According to 
the detective, the parties were living together in 
the same house, No. 1149 Milwaukec avenue, as 
manand wife. Some of the truck wae found in a 
back room, some on a stove, some in the pantry, 
and the batteries in the front portion of the house 
—the women's alleged millinery shop- ina little 
cubby-bole under one of the windows. 

The defense made no effort to prove that the 
money was not counterfeit, although the stuff was 
gotten up in a manner which was well calculated 
to deceive even some of the very elect. They 
drew out of the witness that Mrs. Watson had 
given him 90 cents in change—good money—on 
one occasion when he bought something at her 
store; and that she had remarked to witness when 
arrested, that she had often told Charley he would 
get into trouble, but it did no good, One or two 
witnesses were put on the stand for the defense, 
and testified thatthey had known the woman in 
Kalamazoo, where she had borne a good reputa- 
tion, and, latterly, that they had metand asso- 
ciated with her here and knew nothing against 
her. The woman herself swore she was married 
to Watson in Kalamazoo, this bit of evidence being 
worked in to enable her lawver to plead for her 
discharge under the rule of law regarding coercion 
of a wife by her husband. lle insisted that there 
was nothing to show that she had ever engaged in 
the manufacture of this money, or that she had 
attempted to pass or did pass any of it. 

The Commissioner dryly remarked that the law 
regarding the relations of husbands and wives had 
undergone several material changes of late years, 
and the plea of coercion was hardiy in order. The 
Governor cited the case of the counterfeiter 
Boyd and his wife, who were held and 
indicted together, ana claimed that thie was 
a parallel case. The Commissioner listened 
to the arguments for some time, but finally decided 
to hold both the man and the woman to await the 
action of the Grand Jary,—the former in $3, 000 
bail, and the latter in $500. The woman shed co- 
pious tears, and her lawyer pleaded her poverty. 
and that the bail was excessive under the circum- 
stances. But tears and é¢loquence were of no 
effect, and the parties were escorted to the Mar- 
shal’s office, where they set about procuring the 
reouired bail. Mrs. Watson finally succeeded in 
obdteining vail, but her husband couldn't get anv 
parties who were willing to back him up $3,000 
worth. and, accordingly, went to jail, and his wife, 
like Mrs. Micawoer, would not desert him, but ac- 
companied him over to the North Side hotel and 
saw him safely ensconced therein, after which she 
again sniffed the air of freeuom.

PRACHES AND PEACHES.

GanNors, Mich., Aug. 26.—The articles which 
have appeared in Tun Tunes with regard to 
Michigan peaches have been in many respects true 
and well-deserved.

To prevent the spread of the disease, the Michi- 
gan Legisiature of 1874 passed a law to the effect 
that the Counties of Allegan, Van Buren, and Ot- 
tawa might appoint Commissioners in each town- 
ship, who, u complaint being made to them of 
the existence of a diseased tree im any orchard of 
the town. should cause the owner of the tree to 
destroy it within five days, under penalty of a hun- 
dred dollars fine. The Commissioner also has power 
to confiscate and destroy all diseased fruit. The 
operation of the law was confined to these three 
counties, where the disease is yet little known, 
because of the opposition of the inhabitants of 
other counties, where the disease is widely preva- 
lent, who were unwiiling to make the sacrifice 
which honesty and the public health demand. 

How far other towns in these three counties are 
complying with the law I cannot say, but the 
Town of Ganges, Allegan County, is striving to do 
ite duty thoroughly in the matter. Not only has a 
Commissioner been elected, but at the last meet- 
ing of ite Pomological Society it was determined 
that one person from each road district—twenty- 
four in all—shnould be appotuted to asstst the Com- 
missioner in the detection of djseased trees, and 
report the same to him. No such tree be left 
standing. and it is the intention of the town to 
have the law enforced in the neighboring towns 
also, if necessary, for which enforcement the law 
provides. 

No unhealthy fruit has gone out of the town, 
and it is our intention that none shall. We have 
heard that some of our southern neighbors have 
bought fruit from the north to top out their 
disease-laden baskets, and we are quite sure that 
a like practice, viz. : covering diseased fruit with 
a handsome and healthy top,” is common among 
your own street scalpers. But for these prac- 
tices we ure not responsible, and do not think that 
as yet we need any ** missionaries’ or **camp- 
meetings to teacan us our duty toward the peach- 
eating public.

INDIANAPOLIS, Aug. 2.—The report of the 
Secretary of the National Catholic Total Ab- 
stinence Union was made to-day. It shows that 
during the year two subordinate Unions—one 
in the Diocese of Mobile and the other in that of 
Detroit—have been organized, and aggregated 
to the Union of America.

THE RAILROADS. 


THE CINCINNATI SOUTHERN RAIL- 
ROAD. 
Dayton ( 0.) Jowrnai. 

Our readers know that the completion of the 
Southern Railroad is now acertainty by the 
vote of Cincinnati on the loan. Itisa great 
undertaking, and in one respect it is without a 
parallel. Nocity, in fact no State, has before 
undertaken to build a great railroad by its own 
means and for its own purposes. It was a dar- 
ing work, done by the intelligent business men 
of Cincinnati, with the perfect conviction, how- 
ever it may turn out, that Cincinnati was the 
proper centre of distribution for manufactures, 
provisions, and other products, in which the 
South was wanting and must have. Cincianati 
is a great manufacturing city, employing 60,000 
operatives, and the depot of the immense agri- 
cultural produce of the Miami Valley. To 
reach the South, heretofore, with any of these 
products, she must pass through Louis- 
ville, and thence by ral to Nashville, 
or by the Ohio ver to New Or- 
leans. In ali the 100 miles from Wheel- 
ing to Cincinnati there was not an outlet of any 
kind tothe South. We see, therefore, there 
was ample reason for Cincinnatito make such 
an outlet if she could. The cost and the effort 
were great, but if the reasoning upon ‘which it 
was made is correct the reward will be as great. 

This reasoning applies as well to every man- 
ulacturing town in Onio, but they were not in 
the position nor had they the means to do the 
work. They will, however, to a certain extent, 
be sharers in the benefits. The Akron Beacon 
has recently noticed this in strong terms. But 
it Akron, Canton, Mansfield, and such towns 
are to be benefited, certainly Dayton and 
Springfield will be more so. So show the bear- 
ings of the Southern Road. 

There are nearly 3,000 miles of railroad lead- 
ing through the heart of the South connecting 
with the Cincinnati Southern, and enabling 
Cjncinnati, and, indeed, all the manufacturing 
towns of Ohio, to supply the South directly with 
whatever Ohio produces. There are two im- 
mense advantages in this road. First, it is the 
most direct way to the heart of the South; and, 
next, u is entirely in the control of our own 
people, and can be worked to advantage and 
without competition from the East or the West. 


EXIT EVENERS. 

The announcement made by telegraph yester- 
day that the trunk-line Executive Committee, 
now in session in New York, bad decided to 
abolish the Eveners,” and in place thereof 
appoint a live-stock pool Commissioner, whose 
duty it shall be toequalize the shipments among 
the various lines, caused much surprise among 
the railroad managers in this city. At the Sara- 
toga conference the Eveners appeared to be 
as powerful as ever, and even carried their point 
in having the rates on dressed beef advanced, 80 
as to increase the live-stock shipments to the 
East. There were some managers who 
doupted the sincerity of the new movement, 
and thought it was merely a blind to divert 
public attention from the ring. But a majority 
of the managers were contident that the reform 
is genuine, and that the big profits which the 
Eveners heretofore pocketed will hereafter go 
into the treasuries of the companies. It seems 
that the position taken by the press against this 
obnoxious ring has convinced the Trunk-Lme 
Executive Committee that the new East-bound 
pool would be looked upon with suspicion by 
the people if the Evener“ iniquity were al- 
lowed to exist. With a fair-minded Commis- 
sioner, the business will be just as evenly di- 
vided as by the Eveners,“ and small shippers 
will be no longer at the mercv of the laree ones, 
nor will the latter class be allowed the extraor- 
dinary concessions in rates, etc., as under the 
old system. 


SARATOGA AGAIN, 

Mr. J. C. MeMullin, General Manager of the 
Chicago & Alton Railroad, returned from the 
East yesterday, where be has been to take part 
in the proceedings of the Saratcga Convention. 
Mr. McMullin has but little te add to what has 
already been published. He is well satisfied 
with the result of tne conference. While his 
road did not get as large a percentage of the 
St. Louis live-stock business as the Vandalia 
Line, yet he is well satisfied with the award 
made. The victory is on the side of his road., 
since the Convention admitted it was entitled 
to a share of the through traffic from 
St. Louis. As regards the new pool, Mr. 
MeMullin thinks it will take a month or so be- 
fore any satisfactory arrangement can be per- 
fected. Like most railroad managers, Mr. Me- 
Mullin is in favor of the formation of another 
East-bound pool, because the rates could not 
be maintained in any other way. The success 
of the new pool, he says, will depend entirely 
on the plan that will be adopted. If auger 
such arrangement as that made last g is 
adopted, the new pool will share the same fate. 
Some such arrangement as that under which 
the Southwestern Raiiway Association is now 
successfully worked is necessary to make the 
new pool a success. There must be some 
power to punish the roads that violate the 
agreement, or else rates would not be main- 
tained any length of time. 

CANADA NORTHERN RAILWAY. 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Toronto, Aug. 29.—The half-yearly meeting 
of the Northern Railway Company was held 
here to-day. The gross traffic receipts for the 
half-year, from all sources, amounted to $323,- 
217, as against $338,109 in 1877,—showing a de- 
crease of $14,892. The Chairman, alluding to 
the decrease, said that it was the result of in- 
creased competition aud the general depression 
of trade. He hoped the decrease would be 
more than counterbalanced by the increase in 
traflic for the remainder of the vear. The sat- 
isfactory result of the through grain business 
of 1877 led to its re-establishment on the oven- 
ing of navigation; and tbe prospects of an act 
we and remunerative traffic are sensibly 
strengthening,—tbe tendency of rates being up- 
wards, and the volume of transport very large.
